As if to falsify 
4 nnoomplimentary a predic 
tion, the wei-yiian in charge claims to 
lave completed bis Inbours already, 
and the dredger has boon uow removed 
from the mouth of the Soochow Oreek. 
Now soeing that the matter was con. 
sidered of such importance as to cause 
the Chamber of Commerce, the Muni- 
cipal Council, and two Consalar de- 
legates to hold an investigation oon- 
cerning it a few months back, it has come 




















upon us rather as a surprise to find the 
whole thing finished with euch speed ; 
aud without going very deeply into tho 
question we think that the fact should 
not be allowed to pass entirely une 
noticed. What has the Anding been 
doing during tho past few woeke, and 
what bas she accomplished ? Well, 
she bas certainly deepened the mouth 
of the Creek ; that, wo take it, is indie 
putable, She has scraped up several 
tons of mud from the bottom, and dia- 
uches into a 
of barges, mach to the 
and delight of loiterers in 
Garden, many of whom 
seemed never tired of watching the 
machine at work. But this deopening 
process has only been brought to bear 
upon a very narrow portion of the river 
bed, aud the precise result of the An- 
ding’s work amounts to the formation of 
long subaqueons ditch, of uot very much 
use from its simple want of breadth, 
‘As a matter of fuct, too, the Anding has 
only worked about one hour por diem, 
aud even then hor machinery appeared 
to be going at a very moderate rate of 
speed. Those who have watched ber 
have expressed the opinion that had 
the engiue been pat at full speed she 
could have done the'same work in half. 
our as she laa accomplished in 
that lime, ‘The digging seems 
to have been very easy work, and from 
what we have seen we should be inclined 
to think that the Anding is well ndapted 
for operations a very great deal more 
serious than those abe has recently been 
engaged in, Considering the softress 
ty of the bed of the Huang. 
only fair to suppose that were 
the machine to be worked at full epeed, 
aud given o sufficient attendance of 
bonts, she would have no diffionlty in 
effecting rapid improvement in any 
part of the river. 

1 bunding operations on the north. 
ern side of the Creek appear to be 
finished from below the Astor-house 
jotty, or at that portion of the land 
which has been sold to the German 
Government, ‘The ground plau for the 
new Consulate. ral is marked unt, 
building material is alrendy being placed 
in readiness, and everything points to 
the early commencement of a structure 
which will no doabt prove oie of the 
pleasantest as well ns most ornamental 
houses in Shanghai. But here, at this

CHINESE LOANS. 
So much -has been said Intely, and so 
mach more is likely to be anid pre- 
sently, of Chinese Loaus, that a sketch 
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of the debts which this’ conutry hae 
hitherto incurred to foreigners may be 
nvefal. It ie jnat about ten years 
since the first luan was coutraoted for 
through the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank, For some yenrs previously it 
was att openseoret that some of the Vice- 
roys would willingly become borrowers; 
aud several attempis were made to raise 
money for them in China and Europe, 
Bat as the,nature of the securit was 
nover defined, and, indeed, was more 
of a personal than of a tangible kind, 
the many agents who were employed 
wore always aneuccessfal. It wns 
understood that the Empresses would 
refuse to give any Imperial sanction to 
the loans which the provinoial nuthor- 
ities were extremely anxious to con- 
tract. ‘Lhe Vicoroys might pledge » 
portion of the Castoms revenues which 
were under their control, as security 
for their principal and interest, but the 
rulers at Peking would not officially 
reooguiz) their acts, and could not be 
expected to do so, ‘This did uot satisfy 
peuple either in Chitia or Europe with 
inoney “to lend, and the many negotia- 
tions that were entered into were one 
after another broken off.

The usual consequences of lax discipline 
ensued ; all the vessels in the squadron fell 
into the same loose condition as the flag- 
ship, and when the French ships steamed 
slowly and silently into the harbour they 
were unperceived, although it was nearly 
full moon atthe time. Their boats, ready 
manned, were pushed off, and with muffled 
oars they were laid alongside the Chinese 
vessels, when the Frenchmensimply climbed 
on board and took them. The first men 
that stirred were shot, but the panic was so 
complete that there was practically no re- 
aistance, and the few men who were killed 
were as it turned out needlessly sacrificed, 
for the surrender would haye been complete 
without the slaughter. I was wrong by ie 
way in saying in my wious letter that 
Admiral fas either shot or 
jumped overboard. He is alive and kick- 
ing, but not happy, for he feels his head is 
hela by an insecure tenure, It is still not 
fully explained why the forts did nothing 
when the disaster was discovered the next 
morning, but all they could do was to fire 
on and sink their own vessels, which had now 
become French. We are told that a council 
of war was held in Fort Liang, whereat 
opinions were divided ; but the Commandant 
Sally announced that he saa find p» 
lent for a commander firi on his 
own ships, and the Censors in Peking would 
certainly denounce him if he did. The 
foreign officers remonstrated with him in 
vain, and while they were disputing the 
French crews moved the Alphabeticals and 
all the light draught yessels into positions 
virtually in rear of the shore batteries, so 
that they could not be touched by the 
heavy guns. This was the climax of despair 
to the officers, who had taken such pride in 
| aoe the defences of the port and had 
boured so hard during all these trying 
months, when their telescopes were con- 
stantly’ sweeping the horizon to descry 
the Spproaeh of the enemy. It was 
no wonder that poor——in a moment of 
frenzy should shoot first the old dunder- 
head and then himself, rather than be 
| made prisoner of war on such disgraceful 
terms. For worse was yet to follow. The 
news of the capture of the gunboats was 
telegraphed to Tientsin in the morning 
about rf o'clock, but the High Commissioner 
being absent, no orders could be sent, so 
the Yamen telegraphed back for full parti- 
culars as to the number of French ships 
and so forth, and asking what kind of re- 
sistance was made. On receiving replies to 
all these queries a further delay of several 
hours took place, when Colonel P’éng tele- 
graphed for positive instructions what he 
was to do, as he has no means of attacking 
the gunboats in their present position, 
while they could do him enormous damage. 
‘The reply to this appeal was being received 
at nine o'clock in the evening, but in the 
middle of the message the wires failed and 
communication was cut off. Nothing could 
be more unlucky than this, but now that 
we have learned how it happened we see 
that ill-luck is but another name fre bed, 
ment. It appears, incredible as 
management gpoea, insodihe se 
‘elegraph officials have carried their wires 
along the coast from the mouth of the Lan- 
ho to Shan-hai Kuan instead of following 
the inland road via Kaiping and Yungping. 
The coast being accessible along the whole 
length, the French Commodore as a matter 
of course detached a gunboat for the special 
duty of cutting the wire at a given hour. 
‘That same e gunboat, which was none other 
than the Fei-hoo lately captured from the 
Chinese Lighthouse service, erformed 
another important function the followi 
day. She steamed in to Port Arthur with 
some Chinese mandarins on bringing 
a letter from the Viceroy to the General in 
command —: resistance bei 
hopeless under the circumstances he 
agreed to a capitulation, and that the garri- 
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son were to lay down their arms and deliver 
themselves up to the French Commodore 28 
prisoners of war. ‘Thus at last was Sedan 
avenged! 

The French, to do them justice, have 
treated us very considerately, although pre- 
cautions for their own safety have to. bo 
taken pending the actual withdrawal of tho 
garrison, which consists of 10,364 men all 
told. Some little discussion has already 
arisen concerning the terms of the Viceroy's 
despatch, which uses the expression “ix 
mediately ;” but as there are no transports, 
and the men cannot awin, tho. Chines 
officers contend that some reasonable lati- 
tude should be allowed in interpreting these 
instructions. Commodore Le Beau, how. 
ever, contends that there is no reason but 
laziness to prevent the troops from march. 
ing overland, and at once. 

"They are very chatty, the French officers, 
and when they have done a clover thing 
do not usually put an extinguisher over it 
And so they make no secret of the means 
by which this splendid coup has beon 
achieved. It appears that at Tientsin thero 
ae some persons who have access ab all 
times to the telegraph ‘office, and to any 
official papers in the Yamens, ‘Thero i 
also a French functionary in Tientsin, per- 
forming no official functions, but keeping 
his Government well informed of all the 
tho movements of the Chinese. ‘Through 
these combinations it became accurately 
known to the French Admiral that instruc 
tions had been sent to Port Arthur to 
retire the garrison into winter quarters, as 
there was now no pousility ofan attack, 

exposed position of the tolegraph wires 
was also ‘cominunicatod, to Admisal Gourbot, 
and ho, sick of burial parties at Matsou, 
conceived the brilliant idea of giving the 
fleet a distraction and possibly ‘making 
grand coup by despatching Captain Le Beau 
to the north with the temporary rank of 
Commodore and with three pennants under 
his command. Their success goes far to
